Report of the Statistician 


The significant feature of the parochial report for 1945 is the rever- 
sal of a decreasing trend that had been going on for several years in 
some categories. For the first time in several years increases were 
shown in the number of Sunday School staff members, of those attending 

; Sunday School and of those belonging to Young People’s organizations. 
Good increases in the membership of Men’s . Women's organizations 
were also recorded. |

Although a slight decrease occurred in the total valuation | cthureh 
property, two gains under this classification portend well for t future. 


A large gain in the endowment funds indicates strengthened financial 


set-ups for several congregations and an increase in the amount of prop- 
erty owned indicates the money is already on hand to pay for contem- 
plated improvements. Another 1 amount was taken off uP in-

Congregations spent much more to meet their current ex pnseg land 
a little less to meet unusual expenses, this latter probably because it was 
impossible to make improvements. A really large gain, amounting to 
36%, was registered over the previous year in contributions to benevo- 
lence. The per capita payment on the apportionment was $5.22, This was 
95% of the amount apportioned. Twenty-three congregations met the ap- 
portionment in full or paid in excess. The per capita contribution, based 
on communicant membership, to all causes amounted to $34.49, the 
highest on record. | 8 

One decreasing trend that was not changed was in the number of 
pupils enrolled in the Children of the Church. This figure n its 
lowest point since the start of this activity. 

Your statistician has no previous experience with which to compare 
this year’s reporting, but it seemed to him that the reporting was much 
poorer than it should be. There were many mistakes that a little care or 
rechecking would have discovered and eliminated.

7 There is much for which to be thankful the growth of 
the grace of giving by the members of our congregations. But all is 
not rosy. There are by far too many who are unconscious of their re- 
sponsibility to God for the means and talents which have been committed 
to them as stewards of iur Heavenly Father. Again as pastors and con- 
gregations and a synod as a whole we fall far short of what has been ac- 
complished by and in many of our synods of the U. L. C. A. Not a few 
of our synods have paid their apportionment in full and in some instan- 
ces far over 100%. A conference of Stewardship Secretaries and Chair- 
men of Synodical Stewardship Committees of the ULCA was held in Col- 
umbus, Ohio, early in October of last year under the direction of Dr. C. 
C. Stoughton, Stewardship Secretary of the ULCA, and at which Presi- 


dent Franklin C. Fry and Secretary Greever were present, and 33 oth- 
ers. At this conference the consensus of opinion, gained by observation 


and experience, was that where satisfying results were obtained it was 
due most largely to a keen sense of responsibility to God for the right 
use of that which God had placed in the keeping of the followers of our 
Lord. Further, that this sense of responsibility was due to the inculca- 
tion of the spirit of Jesus, enlightenment as to the needs and the impor- 
tance of the projects, and the faithful, consistent and unceasing efforts 
on the part of the pastors and members of our church council in keeping 
the needs of the Church before the members of the congregations.

or be made to go over the top. Indeed “to go over the top” s uld be the 
earnest endeavor of every pastor and congregation. 


The needs for faithful stewardship are upon us and call for ¢onse- 
cration and unusual endeavors. There is the Lutheran World Action 
Goals for 1946-47. Ten Million Dollars are requested and every cent is 
needed. The call is to each pastor and congregation to do something 
about it. All we need to succeed is the WILL! The pastors must lead. 


Then there is the Forward Midland Campaign for $225, 000.00 of 
which sum $29,466.00 has been apportioned to our synod. Of this amount 
only a little over one-third has been raised. Some of our congregations 
are putting some portion of their quota into the budget each year until 
all is raised. We cannot over-emphasize the importance of | each con- 
gregation keeping at it until the quota is raised in full. | :

LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION | 
| The 1945 Lutheran World Action program in the Synod was directed 
by the Rev. H. Vance Baird, and was carried through by pastors and 


congregations to a successful conclusion. With a quota of $8,526.26, we 


remitted $8,585.76, or 100.6 per cent of the suggested goal. However, lest 
we be over-exalted with our accomplishment, we should recognize that the 
above quota was a proportionate share of the minimum quota of $1,790,- 
000, and that if we had come up to the greater goal asked of the church 
because of greater needs arising, we would have given some 40 per cent 
more. As it was, the U. L. C. A. as a whole gave 118.9 per cent of the 


minimum goal, and the National Lutheran Council churches together 


reached 130.1 per cent of the mimimum. By way of comparison, we 
were the fourth from the bottom among the U. L. C. A. synods i in pereen- 
tage of the minimum goals contributed. | 


: We are all aware of the much greater neha for the help that we can 
give through Lutheran World Action that has arisen with the close of the 
war, and of our $10,000,000 goal for the two-year period of 1946 and 
1947. For each year, this goal is exactly double the greater goal that 
we had for 1945. It is practically three times the minimum goal that 
we met in 1945. ter the owe years together is $46,- 
41.21, or $23,370.63 each year. 


| Two observations should be made: First, Lutheran World Action 
is, for 1946-1947, more than a one-offering program. It will require 


careful, long-range planning to enlist the full cooperation of the entire 


membership of every congregation. Several special offerings at differ- 
ent seasons of the year; solicitation of pledges; special every-member 
visitations to all homes of the congregation to tell the story and explain 
the needs; month-by-month promotion and publicity by letters, bulletins, 
and announcements, and similiar procedures each wisely adapted to 
local conditions and habits of working, will be necessary. 


: Second, Lutheran World Action is the most vital program in which 
the Lutherans of America are engaged, and it deserves and demands 


more sacrifice and consecration than we have been used to giving.

Report of the Committee on Constitution s 


Vour committee respectfully calls the attention of Synod to the fol- 
lowing items concerning the constitution of our Synod. 


1. A proposed amendment to Article 5, Section 4, paragraph 2, which 


reads: 


“It shall be the duty of this committee to devise ways and means of 
encouraging young men of sterling character and outstanding abilities 


to prepare for the ministry of the Gospel; to supervise and nurture all 


students for the ministry coming from within the bounds of Synod; to 
distribute such funds as the Synod may appropriate or as may be approp- 
riated by the Board of Education of the United Luteran Church in Amer- 
ica for che assistance of students for the ministry; and to supervise their 
work under such rules as the Synod shall approve, and to present to the 
Synod all such information and recommendation regarding the work of 
Ministerial Education as may require consideration or action.”

‘This proposed amendment was referred be the Committee on Consti- 

tution for study and report. Your committee, having heard the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church of 
America that the amendment be liberalized so as to include retired or 
temporarily incapacitated ministers of other Synods among those eligi- 
ble for reception into our Synod, and agreeing with the Christian spirit 
of the recommendation, has studied our constitution carefully and has 
discovered that our constitution provides no place for the retired or in-

to develop model rural church programs that can be used as examples 
for others to follow. A survey of each of these parishes will be made to 
determine the present needs of each community that can be met by the 
church and the available resources that might be better used. Assistance 
will be given to pastors and people in working out techniques and pro- 


nents. and wee the resourens at hand. 


The conference on rural church work held by the Board of American 
‘missions a year ago showed clearly that the rural problem takes on dif- 
ferent aspects in different sections of the country. In this region it is 
largely a problem of providing financial resources to maintain a regular 
ministry from year to year. Inadequate ministerial support in rural 
parishes puts such parishes at a disadvantage against town and city 
churches in calling and keeping ministers. A minimum salary scale, 
with temporary subsidies to help churches that are unable to pest 
minimum standard, should help meet this problem. e
